Man Returning 
For Re-Sentence 



Stephen E. Wingard, a form- 
er Limestone Township scout 
leader who molested five boys 
in his Webelos tribe, is return- 
ing voluntarily to Clarion 
County for re-sentencing, nulli- 
fying the need for extradition. 

His attorney, H. John Dray- 
er t>f Clarion, said yesterday 
the 41 -year-old man is expected 
to arrive Monday evening from 
Massachusetts where he has 
been serving a portion of a 
five- to 10-year sentence. 

His second sentencing — 
needed to comply with a Supe- 
rior Court ruling — is sched- 
uled for 8:30 am Tuesday be- 
fore Judge Merle E. Wiser. 

In January 1985, Wingard 
pieaded guilty but mentally ill" 
to 17 morals charges filed by 
Shippenville state police in con- 
nection with the abuse of the 
boys in his Webelos tribe dur- 
ing the late summer and early 
fail of 1983. 

On April 8, 1985, Wiser 
sentenced Wingard to a manda- 



tory five- to 10-year prison 
term but ordered that Wingard 
begin the sentence with three 
months of inpatient care and 
up to 83 months of outpatient 
care at the Northampton 
(Mass.) Veterans Administra- 
tion Medical Center. 

After Wiser sentenced Win- 
gard to- the experimental treat- 
meat program, District Attor- 
ney William M. Kern appealed 
the sentence to the state Superi- 
or Court claiming Wiser had 
violated a state statute in speci- 
fying an out-of-state institution 
as the site to which Wingard 
was to be committed. 

Superior Court concurred 
with the DA and, last Novem- 
ber, ordered that Wingard be 
returned to Pennsylvania and 
placed in the custody of the 
Bureau of Corrections for ap- 
propriate placement. 

Drayer then asked the state 
Supreme Court to hear an 
appeal of the decision but the 
high court refused the request 
last month.

Court Resentences Convict 
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CLARION — Stephen E. 
Wingard, a former Limestone 
Township scout leader who mo- 
lested five boys in his Webelos 
tribe, is back in the Pennsyl- 
vania penal system after an 
appearance yesterday before 
Judge Merle E. Wiser in Clar- 
ion County Court. 

Wiser ordered that Wingard, 
41, be placed in the custody of 
the state Bureau of Corrections 
and transported to Western 
Penitentiary in Pittsburgh by 
court security officer C.R. Bar- 
tley. 

Wiser's "re-sentencing" of 
the defendant, a former em- 
ployee of C&K Coal Company 
here, was scheduled to bring 
the case into compliance with a 
state Superior Court directive 
handed down last November 
10.

prison term Wingard had re- 
ceived from Wiser on April 8, 
1985, was a response to an 
appeal filed by District Attor- 
ney William M. Kern. 

In January 1985, Wiser ac- 
cepted from Wingard a plea of 
guilty but mentally ill to 17 
morals charges filed by state 
police at Shippenville in con- 
nection with sexual contacts 
with 10 and II -year-olds said to 
have occurred in late summer 
and early fall 1983. 

Wiser gave Wingard a man- 
datory five- to 10-year jail term 
but ordered that the defendant 
begin the sentence with three 
months of inpatient care and 
up to 33 months of outpatient 
care at Northampton (Mass.) 
Veterans Administration Medi- 
cal Center* 

The Massachusetts VA hospi- 
tal operates a special treatment 
program designed for persons 
with mental conditions such as 



Wingard's admitted sexual at- 
traction to young males. 

Kern then appealed Win- 
gard's sentencing to Superior 
Court, arguing that Wiser had 
violated a slate statute in speci- 
fying an out-of-state institution 
as the site to which the defend- 
ant was to be committed. 

According to state statute, 
persons sentenced to maximum 
jail terms of five or more years 
by any Pennsylvania court are 
to be committed to the state 
Bureau of Corrections for con- 
finement. 

Superior Court concurred 
with the DA and ordered that 
Wingard be returned from 
Massachusetts for appropriate 
placement within the Pennsyl- 
vania penal system. 

Wingard's defense counsel — 
Clarion attorney H, John Dray- 
er — then asked state Supreme 
Court to hear an appeal of the 
Superior Court directive but the

Superior Court, in ordering 
that Wingard be brought backj 
to Pennsylvania, did not specif-!

The appeals court noted it: 
had two options after finding; 
the initial portion of Wiser*s; 
sentence to be "illegal" — to; 
either remand Wingard back to- 
Wiser for re-sentencing or "va-; 
cate and amend directly* * the! 
sentence already imposed. 

It chose the latter.

SCern cited a Pennsylvania law 
0)i Judiciary and Judicial pro- 
cedure which states that: 
£ — all persons sentenced to 
total or partial confinement for 
maximum terms of five or 
rSore years shall be committed 
tp the state Bureau of Correc- 
tions. 

- The Superior Court justices 
obneurred with the DA, 
? "Despite his plea of guilty 
but mentally ill, (Wingard) 
sjiould have been sentenced as 
any other defendant convicted 
of the same offenses/* their 
opinion slates. 

I The justices added, "Al- 
(Jiough (Wiser) could have rec- 
ommended where (Wingard) re- 
ceived treatment for his mental 
illness, effectuation of his cus- 
tody and treatment became the 



sole concern of the Bureau of 
Corrections once sentence was 
imposed. 

"When a sentence is found 
to be illegal, this court may 
either remand for resentencing 
or vacate and amend directly. 
We elect the latter option. 
(Wingard) is to be returned to 
the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania forthwith and placed in 
the custody of the Bureau of 
Corrections for appropriate 
placement until the expiration 
of his aggregate sentence of 
imprisonment/* 

The DA, meanwhile, has 
been forced to initiate "some- 
what cumbersome** extradition 
proceedings to fulfill the state 
Superior Court order because 
authorities in Massachusetts 
won*t let Wingard go without 
an extradition order signed by 
their governor. 



"This is a unique situation in 
that Wingard is not a fugitive 
from justice,** Kern explained. 
"Technically, he is serving a 
sentence.'* 

The DA said Wingard*s ex- 
tradition "could take a month 
or so.*' 

And because Wiser's commit- 
ment of Wingard to the Massa- 
chusetts VA center has been 
deemed illegal by Superior 
Court, Kern noted the defend- 
ant could be facing a full five 
to ten-year incarceration once 
he's returned to Pennsylvania. 

"H*s beyond my control, but 
I'm going to presume (Win- 
gard) will not get credit for the 
lime he has spent on the 
street," Kern stated. 

The state Sentencing Code 
provides that a person convict- 
ed of involuntary deviate sexual 
intercourse when the victim is 
under age 16 must receive a 
mandatory prison term of not 
less than five years. Wingard*s 
case feU under those guidelines.

Hamilton, however, dismissed those 
charges after the alleged victim testified that 
Winganfs fear contacts with him occurred 
one year earlier than the dates listed on the 
indictmenL / 

Recounting his first alleged experience with 
the defendant, the youth testified that Win- 



gard "came into the room, pulled down my 
pajamas and started to touch me." i u 
* The youth described an incident which he 
said took place while be was staying at 
WinganTs home with the defendant's son in 
late summer or early fail 1982. ,,. .* 

Police had charged that the contacts had 
occurred in late summer or early fall 1983. ."- 

Hamilton noted it was not necessary that 
each of the boys' remember exact dates or 
even exact months In testifying about their 
experiences,, but said a discrepancy of one full 
year was too much in a legal case. 

Trooper Ralph B. Pfaff, arresting officer, 
said he will re-file the charges after consulta- 
tions with District Attorney William M. Kern. 

The involuntary deviate sexual intercourse 
charges reflect alleged acts of oral sex. 

In other instances where police believe 
Wingard touched the alleged victims, indecent 
assault charges were filed. 

For his alleged contact with the 11-year-old, 
.Wingard was held for trial on one count each* 
of involuntary * deviate sexual intercourse, 
indecent assault and corruption of minors. 

For his alleged contact with one of the 12- 
year-olds, Wingard was held for trial on two 
counts of indecent assault and one count of 
corruption of minors. 

For his alleged contact with the second 12- 
year-oid, Wingard was held for trial on one 
count each of involuntary deviate sexual 
intercourse, indecent assault and corruption 
of minors. 

And for his alleged contact with the 10-year- 
old, Wingard was held for trial on one count 
each of indecent assault and corruption of 
minors. • 

Involuntary deviate sexual intercourse is a 
first-degree felony which carries a m a xim u m 
penalty of not more than 20 years in jail and a 
$25,000fine. * - - 

Corruption of minors is a first-degree mis- 
demeanor which carries a maximum sentence 
at not more than- five years in jail and a 
$10,000 fine 

Indecent assault is a second-degree misde- 
meanor which carries a- maximum sentence 
of not more than two years in jail and a $5,000 
fine. 

Wingard, an employee of C&K Coal Compa- 
ny, remains free on $15,000 bond. The defend- 
ant, who has been dismissed from his Scout- 
ing position, was represented at yesterday's 
hearing by Clarion attorney H. John Drayer. 

Kern, who presented the prosecution's case, 
said he expected Wingard would be scheduled 
for trial in July or August.
